EUROPE ASSEMBLY APPROVES 
HUMAN RIGHTS MEASURE 


10- Point Bill Covers Fundamental Free- 
doms—aAction Now Up to Ministers, 
Governments. 


By FRANK O'BRIEN 
STRASBOURG, France, Sept. 9. 
(AP)—The Council of Europe's 
Consultative Assembly wound up| 
its first session today shortly after | 
approving a bill of human rights. 
During its one-month sitting the 
12-nation body approved a num- 
ber of recommendations which 


may help weld the political and 
economic unity of Europe. 

The entire session was dominat- 
ed by repeated assertions that Eu- 
rope—despite Marshall plan aid— 
stands on the brink of economic 
and political disaster from which 
it only can be rescued by unity. 

Britons Abstain. 

The resolution guaranteeing 10 
specific fundamental human free- 
doms passed 65 to 1 with 17 ab- 
stentions. Most members of the 
British Laborite group, who op- 
posed the measure, abstained from 
voting. 

British Laborite opposition to 
the proposal for an international 
court to enforce observance of hu- 
man rights was based on fears 
that such a body might become a 
sounding board for Communist 
propaganda. 

Before the vote, the Assembly 
sent two of the items in the orig- 
inal 12-point bill of rights back 
to committee for clarification. 
These concerned the right to own 
property and the right of parents 
to decide how their children will 
be educatec. 

France's Andre Philip and Brit- 
ain’s Will Nally, both Socialists, 
attacked the mention of property 
rights as giving undue protection 
to the wealthy. 

“The fight for Europe's survival 
today is, in fact, the fignt for the 
subordination of private property 
to the needs of the general wel- 
fare,” Nally said. 

Under its present set-up, the 
101-member Assembly has no real 
authority. It can debate and pass 
resolutions which in turn must be 
approved or rejected by the Coun- 
cil of Europe’s guiding body, the 
12member Committee of Ministers 
representing the various govern- 
ments. 

It is up to each member gov- 
ernment as to whether the Coun- 
cil of Europe recommendations

A demonstration designed to 


show how traffic courts can be 


conducted so as not to lower re- 
spect for law and yet function 
as effective instruments of justice 
was held here yesterday in con- 
junction with the meeting of the 
American Bar Association. 

Taking part in the demonstra- 
tion, held in the formal atmos- 
phere of a United States district 
courtroom in the new Federal 
Building, were 12 attorneys, sev- 
eral of them municipal judges in 
their own communities, who acted 
as judge, prosecutor, defense coun- 
sel, defendant and witnesses. 

No Milling of Spectators. 

Unlike proceedings in police 
courts at the Municipal Courts 
Building, the mock trial was a 
model of formality from start to 


failed to recognize certain awards 
of the Railway Adjustment Board, 
First Division, favorable to the 
employes, making it useless to 
take cases to that board.

St. Louis made the best showing 
in the entire Eighth Federal Re- 
serve District in départment store 
sales last week. Dollar volume of 
sales here was only 1 per cent 
below the level for the correspond- 
ing week of 1948, the Federal Re- 


serve Bank reported today. 

Sales were off 3 per cent for 
the district, which takes in most 
of Missouri, all of Arkansas and 
parts of Lllinois, Indiana, Tennes- 
see, Mississippi and Kentucky. 
For the country as a whole the 
decline was 4 per cent. 

In the four-week period ending 
last Saturday, volume of sales in 
St. Louis was 6 per cent below 
the level for the corresponding 
period of 1942. The cumulative 
showing for the year to date like- 
wise represented a drop of 6 per 
cent. 

Three cities showed sales in- 
creases last week. Kansas City and 
Atlanta, Ga. reported gains of 2 
per cent each, and volume in Min- 
neapolis was 1 per cent higher 
than a year ago. In. Richmond, 
Va., there was no change. Per- 
centage of decline in other dis- 
tricts was: Boston, Philadelphia 
and Cleveland, 9 each; San Fran- 
cisco, 7; New York, 6; Dallas, 3, 
and Chicago, 1.

After a debate of two and one- 
half hours on the genocide con- 
vention, in which the arguments 
for and against ratification were 
delivered with force and occa- 
sional brilliance, the House of 
Delegates, governing body of the 
association, voted for rejection of 
the pact. 

Delegates adopted a compromise 
resolution on the genocide ques- 
tion but the extent of the com- 
promise appeared to be only a 
condemnation of genocide and the 
direction that resolutions of the 
proponents and opponents of the 
pact be submitted to Congress 
along with a recommendation that 
the pact be rejected. 

In its final session, the House 
of Delegates upheld its section on 
labor relations law in declining to 
make any specific recommenda- 
tions at this time on pending la- 
bor legislation.

her son when he ran amok with 
a gun, killing 13 persons and 
wounding three others. 

Mrs. Freda Unruh fainted when 
told of his 20-minute rampage 
Tuesday. Her first words when 
she regained consciousness were: 
“Howard, my poor Howard. He 
didn’t know what he was doing.” 

Informed her son had been re- 
moved to a mental institution, 
she said she was worried that he 
would not get proper care there. 

“He has hay fever,” she said. 

“They won't give him enough 
handkerchiefs there.” 
' Until yesterday Mrs. Unruh 
| knew nothing of her son’s whole- 
sale killings. She collapsed when 
the 28-year-old veteran of World 
War IT began his shooting spree, 
and was kept under the care of 
a physician at the home of a 
sister. 

Estranged Husband Tells Her. 

Dr, Lee T. Hammett said she 
was sufficiently recovered yester- 
day to hear the full story. Mrs. 
Unruh was told the story by her 
estranged husband, Samuel, 55, a 
cook. 

Young Unruh lifted a wrench 
over his head in a gesture threat- 
ening his mother a few minutes 
before the killings, it was dis- 
closed, She related the incident to 
her brother, Fire Capt. Robert 
Wonsetler. 

A reporter standing in the door- 
way of a bedroom watched Mrs. 
Unruh talk to Wonsetler, who re- 
layed her answers. 

Wonsetler related that Tuesday 
morning Howard had been in the 
basement of his home on River 
road. He had a target range there. 
When he returned to the second- 
floor apartment he Was carrying

MOSCOW, Sept. 9 (AP)—Two 
of Russia's top commentators pro- 
tested in print today that the So- 
viet Union is taking no part in 
any cold war.

Ehrenburg declared: 


“Talk about a ‘cold war’ is bor- 
ing everybody. ... “They (Ameri- 
cans) would do better to meditate 
on the beneficial effect of a good 
cold shower.” 

Zaslavsky asserted: 


“The cold war of nerves—this is 
not our terminology. Our nerves 


are in complete order and we are 


‘conducting no deliberate war.’ 


Ehrenburg’s article pictured the 
United States in the throes of anti- 
Communist hysteria at the mercy 
of warmongers’ propaganda. 

“No one is fighting with them 
(warmongers) or intends to fight 
with them,” he declared. His ar- 
ticle claimed suicides in the United 
States are on the rise and a spy 
mania is everywhere. 

Zaslavsky’s essay, entitled “Tru- 


man Jabbers,” was devoted main- 
ly to an attack on the President 
and his policies. 

“A large number of Americans, 
a significant part of the Ameri- 
can people,” he said, “are dissatis- 
fied with the foreign policy of the 
United States and don’t under- 
stand this policy. 

“They see that Truman inces- 
santly talks of peace,” he declared, 
“and just as incessantly conducts 
a policy of war.”

Widespread Turmoil—D.P.s 
in Sad Plight. 


By VERN HAUGLAND 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9 (AP)— 
A group of Americans who flew 
around the world found it a 
“somewhat depressing” place, one 
of the travelers said today. 

Almost everywhere they went 
they were shocked and saddened 
by the plight of displaced persons, 
said Dr. Guy Snavely, director of 
the Association of American Col- 
leges. And they were alarmed, par- 
ticularly in the Middle East and 
India, by smouldering national 
hatreds and the threat of further 
conflict. 

“If we hadn’t realized it before, 
this trip convinced us the world 
is in a turmoil,” Snavely told a 
reporter. 

“The trouble between the Hindus 
and the Moslems, continuing in 
the wake of the massacres at the 
time of partition, has filled the 
cities of India and Pakistan with 
starving refugees. On a much 
smaller scale there is the conflict 
between the Arabs and the Jews. 
And many nations are afraid of 
the way Communism may grow 
if they cannot feed and clothe the 
people.” 

Snavely is one of the first of the 
33 members of the globegirdling 
“Town Meeting of the Air” to re- 
turn home. Others are still on 
their way back from Japan and 
Hawaii. 

In 65 days they broadcast de- 
bates from 12 capitals—London, 
Paris, Berlin, Rome, Vienna, An- 
kara, Tel Aviv, Cairo, Karachi, 
New Delhi, Manila and Tokyo. 
Other cities visited included 


|| Beirut, Damascas, Bangkok and | 
|} Hong Kong. | 


Snavely said the tour gave the 
American participants a much 
better understanding of world 
problems and stimulated interest 
abroad in American practices and 
opinions. The foreign press gave 
the débates wide publicity. 
Snavely reported that economic 
improvement in Europe under the 
Marshall plan was evident every- 
where except England. The Brit- 
ish, he said, have dissipated Mar- 
shall plan funds in carrying out 
nationalization and _ socialization 
programs, 

He said Asiatics generally want 
to know why they haven’t been 
given a Marshall plan of their 
own, but are suspicious of Amer-

More generalized advertising 
and propaganda techniques are 
used to reach the population as a 
whole. 

Perhaps the most effective 
single method of indoctrination 
and propaganda might be called, 
for lack of a better phrase, “col- 
lective auto-indoctrination,.” This 
operates as follows: 

People are divided into small 
groups of perhaps 19 or 20 per- 
sons, Such groupe are then 
given a speech, book or pam- 
phiet to learn, Every member 
of a group must learn the con- 
tents almost by heart, and day 
after day the group meets to 
discuss the subject material. 
Each member of the group must 
get up and describe the subject 
@s he understands it. He is then 
criticized by the others, Every- 
One must also carry out public 
“self-criticism” or a sort of con- 
fession. 

All the members of a group 
are collectively responsible for 
seeing that every individual 
learns and accepts the correct 
Party line. Tremendous social 
pressure operates among the 
members to enforce orthodoxy, 
and to weed out deviations and 
“individualistic interpretations.” 

The results of the method are 
sometimes amazing even to the 
members of such a group. This 
technique more than any other 
single one seem to explain the 
Communists’ success in guaran- 
teeing maintenance of a disci- 
Plined ideological line. 

‘This intensive indoctrination ob- 
viously can only be applied to a 
limited number of persons such as 
party members, students and in- 
tellectuals, and key groups of or- 
ganized workers and farmers. 

The rest of the public is reached 
by general methods of propaganda 
and thought control. Thought con- 
trol extends to all conceivable 
media for the expression of ideas 
and opinions. 

The propaganda methods might 
be described as the “sledgeham- 
mer type.” There is very little 
subtlety. Good and bad, friend 
and enemy, are defined in terms 
of black and white. Everything is 
reduced to a simple slogan or for- 
mula, and all channels of propa- 
ganda concentrate simultaneaus- 
ly on conveying a few simple ideas 
and pounding them in. The press, 
radio, schools, speeches, rallies, and 
all forms of artistic or literary ex- 
pression are used. 

A free press, in the sense un- 
derstood in western countries, 
has disappeared in Peiping, cap- 
ital of Communist China. Intel- 
lectual neutrality is not permit- 
ted. Newspapers and magazines 
have become simple propaganda 
organs, instruments of political 
struggle. Editorials and news 
are scrambled so that there is 
no real distinction between them. 

Only information favorable to 
the Communists and _ their 
friends and unfavorable to their 
real or imagined enemies is 
printed. All publications which 
are not considered friendly are 
barred. As a result the “news” 
which the public in Communist 
territory can read gives a com- 
pletely one-sided and often vici- 
ously distorted picture of world 
events. 

In lower education, books and 
curricula are being changed, and 
propaganda favorable to the Com- 
munists is being substituted for 
propaganda which was favorable 
to the Kuomintang. 

The better colleges and univer- 


sities have not been changed a” 


great deal to date, except for the 
introduction of additional courses 
in line with Marxist thought, but 
another ‘element has been intro- 
duced into higher education. Many 
new ed universities and 
academies have been organized in 
the larger cities. ‘These institu- 
tions take in thousands of stu- 
dents, give them a quick, intensive 
indoctrination course, and “grad- 
uate” them for political work un- 
der the Communist regime. 

The indoctrination in these new 
schools consists mainly of learn- 
ing Marxism, “the thought of Mao 
Tse-tung,” and specific Chinese 
Communist policies such as city 
policies, land policies, labor pol- 
icies, policies toward intellectuals, 
industrial policies and so on. 

All are carefully defined in 
Communist literature and must be 
learned by rote.

The field of propaganda is 
embracing for the Communists, 
and one of the most interesting 
applicatians of propaganda tech- 
nique has been in the field of art, 
dancing, literature, music and 
drama. Posters, block prints, 
paintings, paper cut-outs and all 
conceivable forms of pictorial art 
are used to convey a political mes- 


sage. 

Not only the content but the 
“style” must conform to the Com- 
munists’ conceptions of what is 
revolutionary.

Variety of Techniques. 


By using a wide variety of tech- 
niques the Communists are at- 
tempting to make their thought 
control complete. In carrying them 
out, they use the 3,000,000 party 
Members and a larger number 
of youth and intellectuals who are 
willing to work with or for them. 

The number of “activists,” there- 
fore, is probably at least double 
the actual party membership, and 
most of them are directly or in- 
directly salesmen of Communists 
ideology. 

Many of the ideas which the 
Chinese Communists are promot- 
ing are simply basic Marxism: 
materialism, class warfare, prole- 
tarian dictatorship, world revolu- 
tion under Russian leadership, 
and so on. 

Others are specific policies of 


the Chinese Communist party: 
the general theory of “new democ- 
racy” as a transitional stage be- 
tween “semi-feudal, semi-colonial 
China and socialist China,” a 
“people’s democratic dictatorship” 
under Communist leadership and 
other Chinese adaptations of 
Marxist theory. 

The negative aspects of the 
propaganda are also extremely 
important and a great deal of ef- 
fort is spent on defining the “en- 
emies” of Chinese Communism: 
the Kuomintang and all “reaction- 
aries,” bureaucratic capitalism 
and western imperialism under 
American leadership. 

Emphasis on Orthodoxy. 

The emphasis is on complete 
orthodoxy and adherence to the 
“correct” line. 

A constant struggle is main- 
tained against all deviationism 
and special vilification is reserved 
for the cardinal sin of “individual- 
ism.” 

Over-all thought control of this 
sort creates a barrier between 
Communist China and the west— 
a “Bamboo Curtain.” The Bam- 
boo Curtain still has many gaps in 
it, but to a large extent it insu- 
lates Communist China from con- 
tacts with and information about 
the rest of the world. 

KH is not easy to know what the 
reaction of the general Chinese 
public is to this intensive ideolog- 
ical sales campaign on the part 
of the Communists. There is un- 
doubtedly passive resistance and 
skepticism on the part of many 
who resent having ideas stuffed 
down their throats in such a force- 
ful manner, but there is no strong 
competing ideology, and, without 
doubt, the propaganda has a grad- 
ual effect even on the skeptics 
wos no alternative “line” is avail- 
able. 

A critical examination of the 
reactions to the propaganda 
seems to indicate, however, that 
a distinction must be made be- 
tween two groups, which can be 
labeled as the “ins” and the 
“outs,” 

The “ins” include Communist 
party members and all those co- 
operating with them or accepted 
by them as allies. For this group 
the doctrines of the Communist 
party are like a new religion, 
and both those whe have already 
been converted and those who 
wish to be converted learn their 
catechism with zeal. 

Communism for this group has 
many of the characteristics of a 
religion. There are living saints, 
especially Mao Tse-tung and Chu 
Teh, whose icons appear in all 
important public places. There 
are sacred books. Many have a

'12 Billion in ‘Hidden’ War Debts 


Of Britain Among Top Problems 
In Current Washington Talks 


Attempt to Pay Off Obligations With Ex-. 
ports Without Any Corresponding Im-: 
ports a Chief Cause of Crisis—Three-Point 
Relief Plan Before Conferees.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9. 


HE American-British-Canadian economic conference is giving 
top priority to Britain’s “hidden” war debts, These debts, totaling 
twelve billion dollars and owed mostly to India, Pakistan, Ceylon, 


Egypt and Israel, are causing almost as much trouble now as the 
Allied war debts caused after World War IL. 


The present debts are “hidden” 
in two senses: 


First, most of them aren’t the 
result of lump-sum credits ad- 
vanced to the British Government 
by other governments, as were 
most of the World War I obliga- 
tions. Instead, they result from 
war purchases by the British in 
those countries, payment for which 
was set aside in pounds sterling 
in London. 

Second, Britain isn’t liquidating 
the debts by paying cash or estab- 
lishing new credits for the 
amounts due. Instead, it is ship- 
ping British goods to its creditors 
and letting them pay for the goods 
out of the amounts due in pounds 
under the war debts agreements. 

Four Billion Dollars Paid Off. 

The experts cal] these British 
shipments “unrequited exports” 
because they don’t make possible 
any corresponding new imports. 

The British have paid off four 
billion dollars of these debts since 
the war, by shipping goods worth 
that amount to the creditor coun- 
tries. : 

London would like to liquidate 
the obligations in full, by one 
means or another. However, the 
strain which “unrequited exports” 
are imposing on the British na- 
tional economy is one of the chief 
causes of the present crisis. 

The consensus of both British 
and American experts seems to be 
that Britain can’t afford to go on 
exporting on such a large scale 
without getting corresponding new 
imports in return. 

The Washington conference is, 
accordingly, considering ways and 
means of relieving Britain of this 
strain. 

Proposal Before Conference. 

One proposal before the confer- 
ence calls for a three-point pro- 
gram for accomplishing this: 

1. Dollars would be made avail- 
able to Britain’s creditors in the 
form of loans by the Export- 

Import Bank, the Internaational 
Bank or the International Mone- 
tary Fund. 

2. In return for this Britain’s 
créditors would agree not to 
draw on their war-debt sterling 
balancés in London. 


3. Britain and its creditors 
would agree on a scaling down 
of the war debts. 


Britain’s creditors would use the 
dollar loans to buy goods in the 
United States instead of buying 
them in Britain and charging them 
to the war debt balances, advo- 
cates of this program argue. 


This would reduce inflationary 
pressures in Britain, they say. It 
would also compel British produc- 
ers to seek outlets in tougher, 
more competitive markets where 
they could earn more of the dollars 
and other “hard” currencies which 
Britain desperately needs. 


That would be hard on British’ 
export industries, it is said. It 
might cause a decline in profits 
and create some unemployment. It 
also would increase competition in 
dollar markets, including compe- 
tition with American producers. 


However, both these _ results 
would be part of the price that 
must be paid for getting the west- 
ern world back on an even eco- 
nomic keel and enabling Britain 
to support itself, advocates of the 
program say. 

Explanation by British. | 

London said it would try to 
scale down its “hidden” war debts’ 
when it borrowed $3,750,000,000 
from the United States in 1946. 
However, Britain hasn’t done so, 
It’s still trying to pay them in full 
—by means of “unrequited ex- 
ports.” 

There are three main reasons 
why nothing has been done about 
funding the debts, the British say: 

First, such action would have 
caused grave political repercus- 
sions in the creditor countries— 
and these are among the few 
stable, non-Communist nations left

The Democratic National Committee, 
which recently expelled five “States’ 
Rights members,” would be fully justi- 
fied in expelling all the Dixiecrats from 
the party at one fell swoop. 

Ridding the party of such “excess bag- 
gage,” which has always been a political 
liability rather than an asset, would be 
rendering a service of inestimable politi- 
cal value to the cause of liberalism. It 
would also restore the confidence of 
many whose faith in the principles of 
representative government has recently 
been rudely shaken by the abject sur- 
render of the Democratic majority in 
Congress to the unholy coalition of Dix- 
jiecrats and Republican reactionaries. 
This coalition has succeeded in ham- 
stringing or killing most of the libéral 
legislation advocated by the Truman 
Fair Deal. 

The Dixiecrat contingent in this “un- 
holy alliance” have nothing to fear in 
the way of political reprisals from an 
opposition party, because they hail from 
a section notorious for its fanatical ad- 
herence to one-party rule. So the only 
way they can be made to feel the weight 
of their disloyalty is to deprive them of 
all positions of power and political influ- 
ence in the regular Democratic party. 

However, the Republican members 
who voted with these unreconstructed 
rebels to retain the filibuster as a 
weapon with which to kill the Civil 
Rights bill, should know by this time 
that they have alienated the political 
support of every loyal Negro Republican 
in America.

To Protect the Ballot 


Missourians remember only too well that when 
Maurice Milligan went into action against the 
1936 Kansas City vote stealers there was a ques- 
tion as to whether they really could be prose- 
cuted in the Federal courts. Milligan finally 
based his cases on a statute of Civil War vintage. 

Fortunately, the courts held it sufficient for 
his purpose. The trials, however, did highlight 
need for a clear, specific statute—one which 
would protect the ballot beyond any doubt or 
cavil. The wonder is that 12 years have gone by 
without the enactment of such a law. 

A suitable measure (S. 2503) has now been 
introduced by Senator Morse of Oregon. It is 
entitled: “A Bill to enforce the rights of citizens 
of the United States in the nomination and 
election of candidates for the offices of Presi- 
dent, Vice President, Presidential Elector, Sena- 
tor, Representative in Congress, and Delegate or 
Resident Commissioner from the Territories or 
possessions.” It does not interfere with the rights 
of states to regulate their elections, but it does 
give the Federal Government ample power to 
prosecute those who in any way interfere with 
the honest election of Federal officials. 

The Morse bill is thorough. It covers primary, 
general and special elections. It also covers all 
varieties of election frauds. It covers not only 
fraudulent voters, but also election officials who 
refuse to allow a citizen to cast his vote, or who 
miscount his vote. It also reaches out to those 
who by any device prevent a citizen from regis- 
tering, and those who, on the other hand, regis- 
ter ghost voters. It provides, by way of penalty, 
a fine up to $1000, a year in prison, or both. 

If the desirability of such a law needs special 
emphasis, this was provided by the 1946 Kansas 
City vote frauds. What happened a decade earlier 
was not enough to stop the election stealers from 
repeating the crime. Indictments in connection 
with the 1946 vote frauds were returned for the 
most part under Missouri law. So far, there has 
not been a single conviction. Since all but one 
of these indictments have been dismissed, there 
is scant hope of a conviction. There were two 
convictions in Federal court. Perhaps a stronger 
Federal law would have produced more salutary 
results. 

It must be confessed, however, that the most 
recent Kansas City cases—growing out of a 
primary in which President Truman took a part 

~—collapsed for want of evidence rather than for 
want of a law. The tell-tale ballots were stolen 
from the vaults of the election commissioners. 
Even the FBI has reported no trace of the 
thieves. 

A time in which that search is going on, it 
seems to us, is an excellent time for Congress to 
adopt legislation which clearly puts the election 


of Federal officials under Federal protection.

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An Open Mind About Hats 


Grousing with some merit to it comes from 
the petty officers and chief petty officers of His 
Majesty’s Navy at the Royal Barracks in Chat- 
ham, England. They object to an order that 
they must wear hats of some sort whenever they 
are outdoors.

Brisk fall days, or days when the 
snow is peppering down, or windy days, are good 
for going bareheaded. You seem to get closer 
to a day like those without a hat on. 

Any day when a middle-aged gentleman with 
thinning hair wants to cut a figure with his 
walking stick and impress the ladies is a day 
for wearing a hat, one with a flowing brim. A 
hat with a flowing brim will go as far as any- 
thing will toward streamlining the unstream- 
linable. 

Those being our sentiments, we hope the petty 
officers and chief petty officers of His Majesty’s 
Navy at the Royal Barracks in Chatham can 
wangle some leeway about wearing hats or not 
wearing them, as their fancy listeth. In token 
whereof we take off our hat to them and leave 
it off. 
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As the Bar Adjourns 


Delegates to the St. Louis convention of the 
American Bar Association were most attentive 
to advice on purely legal practices, but on pub- 
lic policy there was considerable confusion. 

Chief Justice Vinson urged that all courts 
develop sound business methods. He noted that 
before the Supreme Court had its own adminis- 
trative staff, it was dependent for funds on the 
Justice Department. This left the chief litigant 
holding the Court’s purse. State courts where 
the same situation prevails should be permitted 
to direct th@ir own administration, in the in- 
terest of trial efficiency. 

Local justice was criticized for delays and con- 
tinuances in criminal trials, and for permitting 
prosecutors to reduce charges against defendants 
in return for guilty pleas. St. Louis, and Mis- 
souri generally, have seen too often how these 
practices defeat the purpose of law. 

For the fourth time in two years, an associa- 
tion committee proposed reforms in courts- 
martial. Specifically, it was suggested that au- 
thority over military courts be taken from the 
commanding officer. When such an officer has a 
disciplinary interest in a strict sentence, the 
objective application of military law is left in 
doubt. 

Matters of public policy were brought before 
the convention on a note of contrast. The asso- 
ciation president, Frank E. Holman, attacked a 
trend toward “statism.” Earlier General Eisen- 
hower told lawyers they were well qualified to 
clean out the “ambush of catchwords” which 
bury thought under emotions. 

The treatment of genocide was oblique. The 
United Nations’ draft convention against mass 
extermination of whole peoples was not ap- 
proved. Instead the A.B.A. decided to “abhor” 
genocide. Today, when results of the Nuern- 
berg war crimes trials are still being questioned, 
all the force of law that America can muster 


" should be used to make genocide a certain crime 


for the future. 

A committee ignored the safety of miners, and 
attacked a federal mine safety bill as a “threat 
to the coal industry.” This committee's chairman 
was a lawyer for the National Coal Association. 

, On civil liberties, Ambassador-at-Large Philip 
Jessup invited support.for the UN convention 
on human rights. Yet at a time of hysteria en- 
dangering civil rights at home, a committee held 
that too much solicitude for the rights of the 


individual might threaten “our system.” The as- 
sociation also accepted a means of discrimina- 
tion, by insisting that applicants for membership 
state their race and color. 


“That one hundred and fifty lawyers should ' 


do business together ought not to be expected,” 
Thomas Jefferson said. Four thousand lawyers 
attended the convention here, and they did all 
kinds of business. Some of it might not have 
been expected of the profession of justice. 
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Height of Folly 

The Missourt Pacific strike is as good as in 
effect. The line’s last train to leave St. Louis 
was one which departed for Little Rock this 
morning. Any other trains en route will com- 
plete their runs, After that quiet rails, no move- 
ment of passengers, no shipment of freight. 

This is the height of foolishness. It would 
be different if there were some vital issues at 
stake. There is no such issue. What is involved 
are some minor grievances over interpretation 
of operating rules. The place to adjust these 
differences is over the table. If conferences be- 
tween employer and employes don’t solve them, 
then arbitration should follow. 

Everybody is going to lose by the refusal of 
the brotherhoods to accept arbitration. All the 
employes are going to lose. The technically 
bankrupt railroad is going to lose. The public 
which is served by the road is going to lose. 


It is to be hoped that the shutdown will be 
short. It is to be hoped that those who are 
causing this waste will come to their senses. 

If this does not happen in quick order, then 
a way will have to be found for intervention at 
a higher level. Washington cannot long stand 
by while an important transportation utility is 
paralyzed. 
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The Reciprocal Trade Battle 


The Reciprocal Trade Agreements battle in the 
Senate is on the issue of “peril points,” which 
Republicans wrote into the law last year and are 
seeking to keep it in now. This provision em- 
powers the United States Tariff Commission to 
hold hearings on proposals to exchange tariff 
concessions with other nations. If that body 
Says any prospective tariff cut will harm an 
American industry, the President cannot make 
this cut without explaining the circumstances 
to Congress. 

This is superficially reasonable but the Ad- 
ministration has valid objections. The law al- 
ready contains an escape clause enabling this 
country to-void any agreement that becomes a 
menace to a domestic industry. The State De- 
partment holds full hearings before negotiating 
each agreement, and it is waste of time and 
money for the Tariff Commission to duplicate 
the process, and also a hazard that it will tip 
the hands of American negotiators to other 
countries. 

The “peril point’ procedure implies that the 
Administration is not devoted to the welfare of 
American interests. But the experience of trade 
agreement administration since the original law 
of 1934 shows, we believe, a high degree of re- 
straint and responsibility. 

Most of all, the “peril point,” as Senator 
George says, is “heavily slanted toward protec- 
tionism,” and the Administration has reasons to 
suspect such a slant. Reciprocal trade has never 
been an honored part of the bipartisan foreign 
policy. Republicans fought the original law and 
extension after extension. 

They did go along with one extension during 
the war, and enough of them went along last 
year to put over a grudging one-year extension. 
But they wrote in the “peril point,” and some 
G.O.P. leaders, especially in the House, made it 
plain that they were merely marking time until 
after the election. One of them indiscreetly ad- 
mitted that his aim for 1949 was to restore 
the disastrous Hawley-Smoot tariff. 

But President Truman has returned to office, 
and since then the Western world’s need to earn 
more American dollars has become a crisis. 
The Administration needs a clear-cut victory in 
Congress to assure other countries that the 
United States isn’t going to back out of its 
world reconstruction policy and into economic 


isolationism. 
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Richard Strauss 

The death of the composer Richard Strauss 
removes from the roster of living musicians the 
last great representative of Nineteenth Century 
romanticism. Though a professed classicist in 
his early years, Strauss soon identified himself 
with the school of composition that exploited 
the personal emotions of the composer and in- 
corporated realistic descriptive matter into the 
musical language. 

In both respects he was an artistic descendant 
of Berlioz, Liszt and Wagner. But in sheer ar- 
ticulateness he often exceeded his models. The 
lush romantic sentiment in “the Knight’s Vigil” 
from “Don Quixote” is saved from bathos only 
by its sincerity; and the passages from “Ein 
Heldenleben” which describe the composer's 
“enemies’—namely the critics—has an acidity 
and an expressiveness that no verbal descrip- 
tion could ever match. 

Born at Munich in 1864, Strauss outlived his 
greatest creative period by many years. After 
1912, when he produced the opera Ariadne auf 
Naxos and his masterly comic opera Der Rosen- 
kavalier was also behind him, he composed 
nothing that could stand a serious comparison 
with his earlier works. The enduring vitality of 
the latter, however, together with his deserved 
reputation as a conductor, kept his name con- 
tinuously before the public almost up to the 
day of his death. 

Strauss’ relationship with the Nazi regime 
has been the subject of much cynical comment. 
He accepted the friendship and patronage of 
Herr Goebbels until it was discovered that his 
son had married a Jewess and that his chief 
librettist had been a Jew, After that he went 
into semi-retirement until he was renovated, 
more or less, by a de-Nazification court when 
the war was over. The truth of the matter seems 
to have been that Strauss was wholly neutral 
and opportunistic in his political feelings and 
would have co-operated with any group that 
served his convenience. 

Fortunately the great body of music lovers 
is not called upon to judge his personal char- 
acter. To them he lives through such orchestral 
works as “Till Eulenspiegel’s Merry Pranks,” 
“Thus Spake Zarathustra” and “Don Quixote,” 
the operas “Salome” and “Der Rosenkavalier,” 
the Violin and Piano Sonata and many songs. 
These are full-blown expressions of an epoch 
that has passed but that still reverberates in 
our temples of music.

What could be the consequences of an 
economic collapse in this island? And how 
would it affect the Commonwealth, the 
defenses of the Atlantic community and 
the United States? 

All answers to these questions are 
necessarily speculative. The British 
Government is not 
assuming failure in 
Washington. At the 
same time, they are 
not precisely floating 
around without any 
ideas about what to 
do if Sir Stafford 
Cripps and Mr. Bevin 
come back empty 
handed. 

Emergency finan- 
cial measures would 
certainly be taken at 
once to halt the drain . 
on Britain’s gold and 
dollar reserves. There Sir Stafford Cripps 
is reason for saying that one of the first 
emergency financial measures would be to 
make drastic restrictions on the amount 
of dollars that could be spent out of the 
British kitty by India, Pakistan, New 
Zealand, Australia and other sterling 
countries. 


Every effort would be made at the same 
time to build up a closed bloc of sterling 
countries which could trade with one an- 
other in protection against, and in compe- 
tition with, the dollar area. While the 
British Government is frankly not very 
confident that it could win such a fight, 
officials here do think that the United 
States would lose so many customers and 
markets in the process that Washington 
would eventually be forced to make some 
kind of live-and-let-live compromise. 


Specter of Unemployment 


It is not difficult to foretell the economic 
consequences in Britain of such a policy. 
The economy of this country is running at 
its present speed on raw materials and ma- 
chinery available only in the dollar market. 
If Britain cannot get those raw materials, 
it will have to ration both its raw materials 
and the work. Not even the Socialist poli- 
ticians believe they would be able to avoid 
what they have feared the most all their 
lives—large-scale unemployment. 


No reporter with memories of November 
1948, will venture far into the realm of 
election prophecy, but what is certainly 
evident to anyone who has traveled the 
length of this island in the last few weeks 
is that the Socialists are far from finished 
and may very well get stronger in direct 
proportion to the pressures exerted on 
them from the outside. 


In the field of defense the economic 
collapse of the British would raise ques- 
tions no less serious than those in the 
economic and political fields. Britain is 


Western Europe, free trade abroad and 
full employment at home. It would leave a 
serious gap in the defenses of the Atlantic 
community and in the last analysis it is 
difficult to see how it could fail to place 
new defense ‘burdens and higher military 
appropriations on the American people. 


Almost all the British Government’s fig- 
ures about increased production and almost 
all their statistics on increased exports are 
largely irrelevant to the central problem— 
which is that their production and their 
exports are not going where they will earn 
dollars and other hard currencies. 


Mere Preaching Won't Help 


British prices on the average are too 
high. British marketing techniques and 
services do not compare favorably with 
our own. British industria] equipment has 
improved since the war, but it is relatively 
in a worse position owing to the far greater 
strides made in the United States. 

Our officials believe that more exhorta- 
tion by the British Government to “sell in 
America” will do very little good unless 
the Government creates conditions that 
will make it more advantageous for the 
British manufacturer. 


Britain acquired great financial obliga- 
tions to India, Egypt and other countries 
during the war. Would it be fair or politi- 
cally possible, they ask, to give a tax rebate 
to a manufacturer selling in the United 
States while refusing such a rebate to an- 
other manufacturer who was helping to 
honor Britain’s financial obligation to 
India? 


Before the war this country brought food 
and raw materials cheaply and sold its 
manufactured products at relatively high 
prices. British dollar investment income, 
which ran about $90,000,000 a year, has van- 
ished. The nations in the Commonwealth, 
which had a prewar dollar surplus of about 
$800,000,000, now have a dollar deficit of 
more than $800,000,000. The old sure natu- 
ral-rubber market in the United States, 
which netted the British about $400,000,000, 
is now under the most severe competition 
from American synthetic rubber, and the 
price of gold has declined materially in 
relation to the costs of the products which 
can be bought with gold. 


Good People in a Crisis 


As a result of all these factors—which 
have reduced the dollar income of the ster- 
ling area by about a billion dollars a year— 
the British are now confronted with the 
prospect of producing another economic 
and industrial revolution in this island. 

“The English,” said A. L. Rowse, the 
Oxford historian, “think of themselves as a 
dull, plodding, humdrum, hard-working sort 
of people. They are, in fact, nothing of 
the kind. So far from being hard-working 
they are lazy, constitutionally indolent. 
They are always being caught lagging be- 
hind unprepared—again and again in their 
history it has been the same; and then, 
when up against it and not until they are 
up against it, they more than make up for 
lost time by their resourcefulness, their in- 
ventiveness, their ability to extemporize, 
their self-reliance.”

Between Book Ends 


The Vehement Hazlitt 


HAZLITT, Painted by Himself and presented by Cath- 
erine Macdonald Maclean. (C and | te London, 
335 pgs. with notes and Macmillan, N. Y., 152 pe¢s., 


“I hate to be near the sea,” said William 
Hazlitt, “and to hear it roaring and raging 
like a wild beast in its den, for it always 
puts me in mind of the everlasting efforts 
of the human mind struggling to be free 
and ending where it began.” 

From the foregoing it might be inferred 
that Hazlitt’s most cherished longing was 
to be remote from the passions and strife 
of the world. Actually the happiness he 
felt while loitering. by woodside, hill or 
plain could hardly have been more than 
the warrior’s momentary satisfaction in an 
interlude of peace. For Hazlitt was an 
active man in the most accurate sense. All 
the issues that touched his consciousness 
exacted from him gestures of vehement 
affirmation or denial. 

Dr. Maclean’s book on this celebrated 
critic, essayist and—one must add—mor- 
alist, is an attempt to present, in small and 
in Hazlitt’s own words, a rounded portrait. 

Toward this end she 
combed through the 
mass of materia] and 
selected a group of 
pieces that, when 
stitched together, 
would have continu- 
ity as well as organic 
shape. Dr. Maclean's 
book does have both. 
The self-portrait thus 
presented is that of 
a bold articulate and 
passionate idealist 
who saw all of the 
life about him—its 
Hazlitt politics, social move- 
ments and esthetic 
activity—as related phenomena. 

Hazlitt’s recollection of Mrs. Siddons 
may impress the modern critic of the 
drama as too subjective, too emotionally 
inflamed, to be of much value as a descrip- 
tion of her technique as an actress. Yet it 
reproduces, in all essential detail the way 
she looked, how she used her hands and 
her voice and (as Lady Macbeth) “the way 
in which she glided on to the stage like 
an apparition ... her eyes wide open 
while their sense was shut.” 

Hazlitt’s approach to Napoleon also seems 
uncritical. But we have had a longer time 
to think about it and a larger body of sub- 
sequent history to use as a guide in de- 
termining whether the Corsican was a true 
or false apostle of human liberty. We may 
be sure that Hazlitt was deceived in his 
estimate of Napoleon’s character but we 
can hardly doubt that his own character 
was always that of an embattled defender 
of what he thought would promote dignity 
and freedom for every man. 

The rhythmic fluency and the high color- 
ing of his prose—a coloring that always 
has an appropriateness to the sense of his 
writing—is particularly in evidence when 
he treats of the Rev. Dr. Malthus “that 
curious divine.” He does not discuss the 
main premise of the Malthusian theory but 
attacks the pious doctor’s wanton insensi- 
tiveness to the plight of the poor. 

All in all the book is an enticing intro- 
duction to the works of a_ sensitive, 
courageous man and a great English styl- 
ist. It is no more than that however and 
the reader will do well to remember that 
it cannot serve as the basis for any com- 
plete judgment of ‘iazlitt.

Certainly, 
Franco is not 
writing it off. It 
is being propagandized for all it’s 
worth, and probably more, to try 
to convince the world that the 
United States is coming to the 
rescue of Spain’s rapidly worsen- 
ing economy. 


Angling for Loan. 


For many months that has been 
the goal of Franco and the little 
clique around him that exercises 
such tight control over all of 
Spanish life—to get an American 
loan. Since Spain has no Ambas- 
sador in Washington, as a result 
of the United Nations resolution 
withdrawing all chiefs of mission 
from Madrid, that is the mission 
here of the mysterious Jose F. 
Delequerica. 

Officially an inspector in the 
Spanish Foreign Service with the 
rank of Ambassador, Delequerica 
has been here for nearly a year 
and a half directing an insistent 
propaganda in behalf of Franco. 
He has been the power behind the 
hiring of influential Washington 
lawyers including Max O’Rell 
Truitt, son-in-law of Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley. 


His Lobby’s Goal. 


The immediate goal is to get a 
group of Senators to visit Spain 
in the course, of a European tour 
to see how ECA money is being 
spent. Delequerica has extended 
an official invitation to the Sen- 
ators, members of the Appropria- 
tions Committee, and Madrid is 
now reported officially on their 
schedule. 

But within the committee there 
has been considerable resistance 
to the inclusion of Spain, which 
does not receive American aid. 
Senator Kilgore of West Virginia 
argued that the time of the group 
could be much better spent in 
countries where Marshall plan 
money is now going.

Blast at Truman. 


A month ago the Madrid radio 


| carried the text of an article from 


Arriba, the official paper of the 
Falange party, attacking Presi- 
dent Truman as the head of a 
plot of Freemasonry against the 
Roman Catholic Church. President 
Truman, as the article pointed 
out, holds the 33rd and highest de- 
gree of Masonry. The broadcast 
article declared: ° 

“The recognition of the state of 
Israel, its inclusion in the United 
Nations, the hypocritical and un- 
fair behavior toward Spain, cir- 
cumstantial enmity to the Argen- 
tine, the systematic opposition to 
Catholics holding senior posts in 
the field of justice or in the gov- 
ernment of the state, and the 
major decisions in the national 
and international field are exclu- 
sively due to the dictate of Free- 
masonry.” 

This same broadcast led off with 
an attack on Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt as a result of her con- 
troversy with Cardinal Spellman. 
She was referred to as “this old 
Freemason woman” who had in- 
fluenced “the presidential deci- 
sions taken against the interest of 
the United States as outlined by 
its general staff.” 


A Dubious Ally. 


Other attacks on Mrs, Roosevelt 
were even more violent in tone. In 
fact, they were so extreme that 
they are reported to have created 
an adverse reaction in Spain. 


With all political and ideological 
considerations to one side, the best 
case that can be made for aid to 
Spain is by military men who con- 
sider the Pyrenees Mountains ag 
a line of defense that would en- 
able American armies to keep a 
foothold in the Iberian Peninsula. 
But this concept of defense against 
invading Russian armies horrifies 
France and the Benelux countries, 
since it implies another occupa- 
tion and another “liberation” with 
destruction on a far greater scale 
than in 1944-45. 

These countries would be reluc- 
tant to pool their strength in a de- 
fense council based on such a 
plan. Thus, even as a military 
concept, aid to Spain has its draw- 
backs,

On the prospects of Chiang and 
his government, the judgment of 
all the generals was the same. All 
were convinced that Chiang was 
losing the civil war. 


Different Counsels. 


The generals differed, however, 
on what to do about Chiang. Stil- 
well’s conclusion was that we 
should abandon him if he con- 
tinued to refuse to take our ad- 
vice. Wedemeyer’s conclusion — 
which we must examine more fully 
—was that we should take charge 
of the Chinese Government and of 
the civil war. Marshall’s deci- 
sion, made as Secretary of State, 
was that we could not abandon 
Chiang but that neither could we 
take over his powers, his respon- 
sibilities and his liabilities. 

Thus Chiang’s defeat, which we 
could not prevent, from which we 
could not disentangle ourselves, 
became an American defeat. For 
more than two years we have been 
lashed to the mast of a ship which 
we could not steer, which was 
headed for the rocks. 


Much Confusion. 


There has been much misunder- 
standing of the Wedemeyer re-. 
port. It was supposed to be a 
plan for giving Chiang some, but 
not an enormous amount of, arms 
and money and some friendly 
military and technical advice. But 
now that the report is available, 
and with it a summary of the 
tremendous indictment of Chiang’s 
government which Gen. Wede- 
meyer delivered at a secret meet- 
ing of the Nationalist leaders, 
there is no further excuse for 
thinking that Gen. Wedemeyer 
thought that China could be saved 
from Communism by any of the 
small and well-intentioned meas- 
ures which g's in 
Congress have advocated. 

The Wedemeyer proposals rested

actionary and inefficient” that it

HE Wedemeyer proposals and the decision of Secretary Marshall 
to reject them are still of the first importance to an understand- 
ing of the American problem in China, and indeed in many other 


Gen. Wedemeyer’s answer was 
couched in the traditional lan- 
guage of diplomacy. But though 
tHe words do not call a spade a 
spade, the meaning—as Secretary 
Marshall testified later—was plain 
enough. Gen. Wedemeyer advised 
the President not merely to un- 
derwrite but to take charge of the 
Nationalist Government and of 
the civil war. 


A Chosen Instrument. 


Gen. Wedemeyer’s estimate of 
Chiang’s Government was so low 
that he wished that government 
only to confess its bankruptcy as 
a sovereign power by accepting a 
partition of its territory and by 
asking for an American protec- 
torate. So low was his estimate 
of the capacity of the Chiang re- 
gime to exercise Chinese sover- 
eignty that he recommended the 
abandonment of Manchuria to “a 
five-power guardianship” with So- 
viet Russia one of the guardians, 
and the assumption by the United 
States, through the euphemistic 
formula of “advisers,” of the par- 
amount power in the rest of 
China. 

Then he wished to use the bits 
and pieces of Chiang’s regime to 
put together a new Chinese gov- 
ernment which, as our chosen in- 
strument, was to make Chinese 
reconstruction an American re- 
sponsibility and the Chinese civil 
war an American war. 


Marshall Knew. 


Secretary Marshall understood 
well enough what the Wedemeyer 
proposal really meant and where 
it led. At an executive session 
of the congressional committees 
in February, 1948, he made a for- 
mal statement which is now pub- 
lished for the first time in the 
white paper. Without mentioning 
the Wedemeyer report by name he 
talked about the proposal, saying 
that “the present government evi- 
dently camnot reduce the Chinese 
Communists to a completely neg- 
ligible factor in China. 

“To achieve that objective in the 
immediate future, it would be 
necessary for the United States 
to underwrite the Chinese Gov- 
ernment’s military effort, on a 
wide and probably increasing scale, 
as well as the Chinese economy. 
The United States would have to 
be prepared virtually to take over

Father Reinert said the series 
is expected to help Mayor Joseph 
Darst’s Council on Human Rela- 
tions in reaching a solution of 
the race problem in St. Louis.

KING CITY, Calif., Sept. 9 (AP) 
-—Forty vacationists, turned fire 
fighters when trapped at Tassa 
Jara Hot Springs resort, were safe 
today but still surrounded by un- 
controlled flames. 

The wind-blown fire periled in- 
habitants of the scenic mountain 
valley 20 miles west of here last 
might and destroyed a two-story 
stone hotel building and about 15 
of the 35 cabins. 

For several hours yesterday the 
fate of the hotel occupants had 
been in doubt. 

Late last night Forest Ranger 
Henry Branagh and Jack Curran, 
a United States fire control of- 
ficer, reached the resort. They 


drove through half of mile of still 
burning woodland and reported by 
radio all were safe. 

Curran said Actor Phil Terry, 
owner of the resort, had organized 
vacationists into a volunteer bri- 
gade to fight the flames. He said 
mone was hurt. 

The vacationists may have to 
remain at the Hot Springs until 
late today. Evacuation of some of 
the guests may be attempted by 
helicopter today. A helicopter was 
being trucked from Palo Alto, 
Calif., to the resort area last night.

A strong wind which first spread 
the flames came to the rescue of 
the resort occupants, driving the 
fire around and away from the 
eprings.

T HERE are many signs, now, that summer is

ending On a night last week when we drove 

over to the pond to cook supper, we disturbed 
a band of perhaps 30 teal and pintail which were 
feeding in the shal- 
lows. They circled 
several times, then 
lined vut above the 
trees to scttle on a 
quiet stretch of 
creek. Later, when 
darkness had fall- 
en, I worked along 
the shoreline with 
the flyrod in hope 
of raising a bass. 
There was a sud- 
den whisper of 
wings which grew 
louder and the 
ducks were back, 
passing no more 
than a foot or two 
over my head as they dropped into the pond 
again for the night. This time they stayed, 
paying no attention to our small campfire or 
to the dogs which were working around the 
edge. of the water. The migration of mourn- 
ing doves is on, and never have we seen so many 
of the birds. Creeks and ponds are so numerous 
in our country that there are no special concen- 
tration points; but wherever we are about the 
farm, we flush bands of six or a dozen. On a 
recent morning when we walked out early to 
look at the cattle, we found 100 or more of the 
gray birds feeding in the field where we'd re- 
cently disked in a crop of cowpeas.

MOST OF US think of spring as the time 
when wildflowers blapm, but I think that this is 
mainly because we are abroad at that season 
looking for them, Actually, here in Missouri, 
there are probably more summer species which 
bloom in July and August, while many of them 
carry over into September. No long ago we 
hiked up Buford Mountain, and, despite the fact 
that constant burning has cut down the plant 
life which grows there, Bill Bauer came back 
with 65 blocming plants that have never before 
been reported from Iron county. Rarest of these 
was a small white orchid known as Ladies’ 
Tresses or: Spiranthes lucida. It is the only 
member of this group found in Missouri and 
Steyermark lists it as “A very rare orchid of 
the southern Ozarks” The tiny white flowers 
tipped with golden yellow climb a leafless, foot- 
high stem in a spiral which could be no more 
perfect if it were laid out by a draftsman.

COMING DOWN THE MOUNTAIN from this 
hike, we jumped two deer out of a thicket of 
blackjack and heard them go bounding away 
through the undergrowth. Although the forage 
on Buford cannot compare with that of the Bell 
Mountain country which has been protected from 
fire for 10 years, we found ample sign of where 
these deer had been browsing on goldenrod, cone 
flowers and Black-eyed Susans which seem to be 
favorites at this season. We also found some de- 
licious apples on an old tree which must be a 
seedling and is set down in a thicket of cedar, 
sassafras and sumac at the foot of the mountain.

HERE IN THE SHADE we ate oup lunch of 
cold fried chicken, then gathered up camera and 
binoculars and headed downstream.

Never Underestimate the Power of a Woman 


“COME TO THE STABLE,” at the ST. LOUIS Theater has 
nothing to do with horses, but a great deal to do with both 
men and money. Two French nuns, portrayed by Loretta 
Young and Celeste Holm, come to America, penniless, home- 

less, and friendless, but determined to fulfill 
a wartime promise to build a children’s hos- 
pital here. In due time, they wangle a choice 
site out of a rough and tough gambler, help 
from an alcoholic songwriter and an addle- 
pated painter, and money from practically 
everyone. 

Full of charm and chuckles, the film was 
also made in excellent taste, with none of the maudlin or 
mawkish qualities it might very easily have developed. The 
nuns, while incredibly naive and trusting, even in the eyes of 
their more worldly and practical bishop, are nevertheless human 
and lovable, whether driving a jeep or driving a bargain, and 
the reactions of the people they meet are likewise human. A 
soured real estate man showing them a building sizes them up 
as a “fine looking couple of prospects.” A minor thug looks 
in amazement at a medal of St. Jude, adjudges it a phoney 
slug, and puts it into a candy slot machine. (It hits the jelly- 
bean jackpot.) In addition to the expert interpretations by 
Loretta Young and Celeste Holm, Elsa Lanchester adds a de- 
lightfully barbed, if broad, bit as the vague artist, and Hugh 
Marlowe succeeds in an easier acting chore, as the man with 
the perpetual hangover. Also a technicolor short, “SEAL 
ISLAND,” a Walt Disney Academy Award feature about life 
and love among the seals in the Bering Sea. 


Hold That Tiger 
“THE BIG CAT” at the FOX Theater is really a giant 
cougar that terrorizes the farms and mountain communities 
in southern Utah. To the mountain valley comes Lon McAllis- 
ter, a sissy city boy who doesn't know a pop gun from a pistol. 
Besides all that, he stirs up a smoldering 
family feud between his mother’s old beau, 
Preston Foster, and her brother, Forrest 
Tucker, causes a few knock-down, drag-out, 
head bashing fights, and in his ignorance of 
hunting ways brings about the death of one 
of them.

HE other day I received a 
T piece of literature published 

by an organization that evi- 
dently had deliberately given itself 
a name that would lead people to 
believe it is a religious group. 
This organization is called the 
Lutheran Research Society of De- 
troit. I had never heard of it 
before, so I wrote the president 
of the Lutheran Church in Ameri- 
ca to make inquiries. Promptly I 
was told that the society “is not 
sponsored or officially connected 
with any of the Lutheran church 
bodies in this country.” 

The record of Lawrence S&S. 
Reilly, who founded this society 
somewhere around 1945 or 1946, 
and who is its executive evar. 
must make strange reading to 
many of. the members of the Lu- 
theran church. He studied for the 
ministry but he is not a member 
of the ministerium or any of the 
Lutheran bodies in America. All 
ordained clergymen in the Lu- 
theran church hold such member- 
ship. Mr. Reilly says that his 
organization has grown a thousand 
per cent since its inception and 
that it was formed for the purpose 
of “identifying the enemies of re- 
ligion, exposing the atheist-Com- 
munist plot to destroy America 
and the churches, and the alerting 
of pastors (and) lay people... to 
this menace.” 

As it is always rmore important 
to know what an organization 
stands for than what it is against, 


it is interesting to find that in his 
publications, Reilly carries arti- 
cles by Don Lonbeck, one of the 
editors of Gerald L. K. Smith's 
“The Cross and the Flag”; Ken- 
neth Goff, another of Smith’s lieu- 
tenants; Upton Close, who was 
dropped as a radio commentator; 
Tyler Kent, the American code 
clerk who was charged by the 
State Department and Scotland 
Yard with relaying military se- 
crets to Germany; and Harvey 
Springer of Denver, Colo., who 
also co-operates with Gerald 
Smith.

Fabulous Cheese Cake 

One six-ounce package of zwie- 
back, one-half cup confectioners’ 
sugar, one-half cup butter or mar- 
garine, one pound cottage cheese, 
four eggs, one cup sugar, one 
fourth teaspoon salt, grated rind 
of large lemon, juice of large 
lemon, one-half teaspoon vanilla 
extract, one cup heavy cream, one- 
fourth cup sifted all-purpose flour. 

Roll zwieback into fine crumbs, 
mix up with confectioners’ sugar 
and melted butter or margarine. 
Grease an eight-inch spring form 
pan and pat crumbs onto bottom 
and sides, saving those left over 
for top of cake. Start your oven 
at 250 Fahrenheit or slow. Push 
the cottage cheese through a 
sieve to break it up. Separate eggs 
and beat yolks until very thick, 
then slowly add one-half cup 
sugar. Now mix in all other in- 
gredients, except egg whites and 
sugar, very thoroughly. Beat egg 
whites until stiff, then gradually 
beat in the remaining sugar. Mix 
egg whites into cheese batter with 


a gentle hand. Pour into pan, 
cover with crumbs and bake one 
and three-fourths hours. Leave in 
oven until cake is cold and it 
won't fall.

New York Woman Attorney Has Established Chain of Clinics to Hold Down Legal Separations

OES a wife have to have as 

many children as her husband 

wants? Is a husband legally 
required to come to the reunion of 
in-laws? Is Mary entitled to a 
new dress if Mike splurges on that 
fall topcoat? How much should 
Jane get to run the house? And 
is John neglecting husbandly du- 
ties on pinochle night? 

Questions such as these have 
sent about half a million Ameri- 
can couples scurrying to the di- 
vorce courts each year since the 
end of the war. Now, a fast- 
talking five-foot blonde young 
woman from New York is coming 
up with answers that send 90 per 
cent of her clients home satisfied 
and in the right frame of mind to 
make a go of their marriage. 

Muriel Richter is a divorce law- 
yer who talks herself and her pro- 
fession out of a job a dozen times 
or more a week. Marshaling legal 
knowledge, horse sense and sales- 
manship, this young, vivacious at- 
torney has organized a nation- 
wide system of free clinics to hold 
together couples teetering on the 
brink of divorce, frequently for 
easy-to-remedy reasons. 


Miss Richter, an ex-vocalist, 
housewife—at home she’s Mrs. 
Bernard Kaplan—writer, and 
mother of two, who practices with 
notable success the principles she 
preaches, is national chairman of 
the Domestic Relations Clinic of 
the National Association of 
Women Lawyers. She is attend- 
ing the American Bar Association 
convention here this week and at 
the same time is discussing plans 
to establish the same kind of 
workshop against divorce that she 
has set up in some 30 other cities, 

Here is the kind of domestic 
cold war Miss Richter ‘fights 
each Friday when she devotes all 
day to the woes of weakening 
connubial bonds: 

Mrs. J. was sent by the cop on 
the beat. ‘She asked him which 
court could compel her husband 
to support her. The couple fought 
each payday. She wanted his 
whole $45 check to dole out lunch 
money as he needed it. He re- 
fused, stalked off and gave her 
nothing. Miss Richter patiently 
explained that the matriarchal 
system is outmoded everywhere 
but in China, If Mrs. J. wanted 
a divorce, no court was likely to 
give her more than $15 a week. 
The stubborn wife went home, 
worked out a compromise budget 
and found that all her marital 
troubles stemmed from this sore 
spot. 

A year later Mrs. J. was back. 
“Maybe nobody ever told you how 
much good you do,” she blurted 
out, “but it’s almost like when 
we were first married.”

Fix It Yourself 
_ By Hubbard Cobb 
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PEELING PAINT AND 
WATER VAPOR. 

ERE is the story of a good 
man who had a good painter 
Paint his house with a good 
paint. Everything seemed okay 
for awhile and then for no reason 
at all the paint started to peel off 
the outside siding. And the funny 
thing was that it peeled around 
the kitchen and no place else. 
Well, we went into a mild state 
of shock over this problem and 
finally, after much consultation 
with well-known authorities, came 
to the conclusion that the trouble 
was due to moisture which is 
bound to be heavy in a kitchen 
what with all the cooking that 
goes on, 
This moisture passed right 
through the plaster, the insula- 
tion, the sheathing, the tar paper 
and the siding. When it got to the 
siding it got cold and turned into 
a liquid. When this liquid was 
drawn through the siding it took 
the film of paint right off with it. 
The solution here is, first of all, 
provide more ventilation in -the 
kitchen. An exhaust fan over the 
kitchen stove should do the trick. 
After this, coat the inside kitchen 
walls with a couple coats of 
aluminum paint. This will act as 
a vapor seal and keep whatever 
water vapor the fan misSes away 
from the back of the siding.
